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REMARKS 



A Notice to File Missing Parts of Application - Filing Date Granted (Notice - Exhibit B) 
was mailed by the U.S. Patent Office on August 21, 2001. A Response (Response - Exhibit C) 
to the Notice was subsequently submitted on September 28, 2001 . Accompanying the Response 
was a Declaration and Power of Attorney and a check in the amount of $130.00 (Check No. 1560 
- Exhibit D) as payment of the surcharge for the late submission of the Declaration and Power of 
Attorney. Also attached is a copy of the USPTO date stamped postcard (Exhibit E) confirming 
receipt of the Response, the Declaration and Power of Attorney and the check in the amount of 
$130.00. 

Due to a clerical error, the Response was incorrectly captioned as U.S. Application No. 
09/891,169 (emphasis added) instead of U.S. Application No. 09/897,169. The clerical error 
was subsequently corrected after the Office issued a Notice of Abandonment (Exhibit F). The 
Notice of Abandonment was consequently withdrawn in a Decision on Petition dated February 
25, 2003 (Exhibit G). 

However, it appears that the $130.00 check originally submitted on September 28, 2001 
in response to the Notice was never correctly applied to the Response in the subject application. 
In order to fulfill the requirements for responding to the Notice to File Missing Parts and in view 
of the boiler plate language contained in the Response whereby the Commissioner is authorized 
to charge any additional fees which may be required to the deposit account, the Patent Office 
charged the undersigned's deposit account in the amount of $130.00 on April 3, 2003. 
Therefore, the $130.00 surcharge was apparently paid twice. 

In view of the above, the undersigned respectfully requests a refund in the amount of 
TnO.OOYo be credited to Deposit Account No. 50-0462.
